If there ie no dirt or fllth there will be no flies. 

. If there Is a nuisance in the neighborhood write at once to 
the Health Department. 

Do not allow decaying material of any sort to accumulate 
on or near your premises. All refuse should he removed at opoe 
or covered with lime or kerosene. ' 

Keep all receptaolea for garbage carefully covered and the 
cans cleaned or sprinkled with oil or linie. 

See that your sewerage system is In good order. Pour kero¬ 
sene into the drains. 

Cover food after a meal. Barn or bury all table refuse. 
Screen all food offered for sale. Buy no food that has been ex¬ 
posed to flies.

The citizens should combine, the national, State, city and 
village governments should combine with them to wipe out the 
unseen enemies of man, the flies that carry all the diseases, or 
very nearly all, and the mosquito that alone infects men with 
malaria and yellow fever.

Darwin told us that one single pair of.flieB in forty-eight 
hours—the quick-breeding African fly—will lay enough eggs 
and breed enough maggots to devour a lion, leaving nothing but 
the white hones. 

A few flies surviving through the Winter start the plague 
afresh tbo following year. 

And one careless citizon leaving a brooding ground for mos¬ 
quitoes supplies enough to infest the whole country. 

Fortunately, for two or threo yours the people have been 
alive to the fact that their enemies are. the tiny fly and mos- 

a uito and the invisible diseaso germs—enemies more deadly and 
angeroiiB than over were the great monsters of prehistoric 
times or tho wolves and lions of our day. 

Discussion has begun, newspapers have taken it up and 
offered prizes. A few public officials have at last TRIED to do 
something. But only a beginning has been made. 

The country must realize the danger and tbe duty. Ohil- 
'dren must be taught that the killing of flies Is a good and neo- 
essary aot, painful as it is to take life.

Nature Invents Backbone. 

* This assertion la baaed upon 
tho discovery by Professor Wil¬ 
liam Patten, of Dartmouth Col¬ 
lege, of the long-missing Jink be¬ 
tween the vertebrate, or back¬ 
boned animals, *nd tboir prede¬ 
cessors, the l Invertebrate#, or ani¬ 
mal* without backbones. 

Until nature Invented Iho 
backbone (hero was no poaslbllt- 
ty of the existence of an upright 
onlpial’constructed on the plan of 
the human Skeleton. But Iho flr*t 
back-boned animals were flfbee. 
After tho Ashe* camo the am¬ 
phibians, living part of tha lime 
In tho water and part of the time 
on land. From the amphibian* 
sprang tho land reptile* and the 
birds, and from tho reptile* arose 
trio mammalians, or "mother an¬ 
imate," nourishing their young 
with their milk. The most pro- 
gresstve branch- of tho mamma. 
ILana gavo origin to a partially 
upright creature, which became 
tho common ancestor of ape* on 
the one band and mep on the 
other. 

Thu* the line of descent 1* dear 
from man back to the Aral ver¬ 
tebrates, the n*be|.

"spider"), to which tfijj scorpion#., 
also belong. The arachnid* them¬ 
selves are not vertebrates, . 

Ho Studied Scorpions. 

The story of this discovery Is 
Intensely Interesting. Prqfeasor 
Patten was led to It by observing , 
tbe peculiar way In which tbe 
eyes la.the embryo of i scerpign 
are transferred from the outside 
of the head to the bllrid ends of 
medium lubes projecting frotp tho 

what takes place in vertebral ani¬ 
mals that bo bbgao to study tho 
embryonic development of other •' 
specie* of arachnid*, and was as¬ 
tonished to And the most striking 
resemblance* with vertebrate*. 
Among other things, he found 
that tbe brain* of arachnid* clo*«- 
ly mlmto those of verebrate*.
